DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-42 and 69, drawn to a method for generating qualitative and/or 
quantitative protein expression profiles of one or more populations of cells. 

Group II, claim(s) 43-68, drawn to an analytical platform for optical signal read-out and 
for generating qualitative and/or quantitative protein expression profiles of one or more 
populations of cells. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking groups I and II appears to be that they both relate to the 
analytical platform of claim 43, which comprises: a solid support, arrays of discrete 
measurement areas on the support, generated by deposition of cell lysates wherein the 
solid support is non-porous. 

However, such an analytical platform is disclosed by the patent to Watt et al., US 
6,610,495, which discloses peptide libraries employed to identify novel antibacterial 
peptides. A population of cells is transformed or transfected with a peptide library 
described herein, and allowed to grow and express the peptides encoded by the 
library, and the individual clones or pools of clones in the library are separated into 
replica arrays, and are lysed to produce a lysate array. The array is used such that it is 
brought into physical relation with pathogenic bacteria; and those lysates that are 
capable of inhibiting the growth of the pathogenic bacteria, or killing the pathogenic 
bacteria are identified. Column 28, lines 7-26. the solid support is not disclosed as 
being porous, and thus the skilled artisan reading the disclosure would understand that 
it is implicit that the solid support is nonporous. 
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Therefore, the technical feature linl^ing the inventions of groups I and II does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define 
a contribution over the prior art. 

The special technical feature of Group I is considered to be a method for generating 
qualitative and/or quantitative protein expression profiles of one or more populations of 
cells, comprising generating lysates of one or more population of cells, the lysates 
comprising a plurality of protein expressed by the respective cell population, providing a 
planar solid support, depositing at discrete sites small quantities of the cell lysates, 
applying a number of binding reagents as specific binding partners for the proteins 
contained in cell lysates in discrete measurement areas, and measuring and recording 
optical signals emanating from the one or more arrays of discrete measurement areas 
in a locally resolved manner, wherein the solid support is non-porous. 



The special technical feature of Group II is considered to be a device comprising a solid 
support, arrays of discrete measurement areas on the support, generated by deposition 
of cell lysates wherein the solid support is non-porous. 



Accordingly, Groups I and II are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special 
technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept. 



The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
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requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the rigtit to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 .
